The affair, 
which onlinisated in this attempt, ‘began four 
days ago, whon Gientewant Max Hopfner, of 
the Fiftoonth Bavarian [nfactry, knooked sonso- 
leas in the street s militia corporal, whon be 
imagined did uot salate Lim with snfficient,cara 
i lamin lay in, the gatter until picked 
up by ‘civilinns, ‘and Lieutenant Wop'ner 
went on his way, followed by ths jours of the 
erowd. On the next morning the Speyer 
Guxette ooutsiued g brie€ nooonat of the occar- 
reocs, Doring the day the bitterness of the 
citizens increased alarmingly, and Lditor Wolff 
recaived na merous. letters demanding that Hopt- 
ner be conrt-martialled and that tho pross should 
cull general attention to his brntality in order 
thot ha might be diegraced ani pashicred. On 
the following day Here Wolff raspoudod to 
these expressions of indiynation by publishing 
an elaborate’ commentary ppou Haepfner’s 
conduct. sud charging him with ovvardly aud 
disgraceful bobavionr. opfasr, ascompaniéd 
by Lierteanaat Dietl, started for Wolff's house 
at abont dinver time with tho avowed .otentian 
of punishing, tho editor seve:oly and forcing him 
to rebruct and spologiza in his journal. Wolff 
vecelvad notico in advance of thoir intontions. and 
when thoy culled he was '‘ not at home.” Hopfaer 
and Dietl, however, forced'the door open. pushed 
aside tha sarvant and having drawn theirswords, 
began sosrehing tho bouso for Wolff. They 
found hin at his desk us he h-d not yet been in- 
formed that they wera in the bnitding’ Hopfner 
demand d'an immediate apology, threatoning 
inxtant vangeanos should it be denied.. Wolff 
refused to apologize and wher the offloars trick 
to forea him to the wali ue fonght back, As 
Hopfner ‘raised his sword to strike, Wolff 
snatched revolver from’ hix desk and shouted to 
Hopfmer:—* Stop, or I will aboot.” Hopfnerand 
Diell wero completely. cowed by Wolff's evident 
determination to kill-tho first man who toochet 
bim. and they backed hurriedly out of the roam. 
Wollf Zollowed them to the stroot. Ho then went 
to thy ananiolpal police and reported thé outrage, 
atthe same time sending notine of IXe affair to 
the commander of the garrison, ‘Tho apology 
demandod by tha two lieutenants has not appeared 
in the Speyer Gazette, and the people of the city 
are detarmined to support oditor Wollt in ease 
uay further domand for it bo made, T
